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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendment does not overcome the 101 
rejection. Claims 19-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as being directed to non-statutory subject matter. In claims 19 and 20, a "control 
software program" is being recited; it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to interpret the "control software program" 
as software, perse.. 

Applicant also argues that Logan does not disclose the feature of providing a specific identifier for linking content broadcast to a specific 
one of multiples groups of peers on a P2P network. And Logan does not disclose having the metadata to identify or cause to identify a 
group of peers among various groups. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant's argument. The body of the claim only requires the method to "use an identifier associated 
with a content broadcast for identifying the group" and not to "identify a group of peers among various groups". Logan discloses that the 
user can use metadata about broadcast programming to access the fan club or do the interactive transactions, (page 8, [0092], [0102]). 
Logan also discloses the user can use metadata to "joins the crowd" and interact with viewers, (page 35, [0467]). Logan also discloses that 
the user can use metadata to "pull a viewer" into viewing experience by "instant messaging" other people. Applicant's argument thus is not 
persuasive. 
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
